NOTIFICATION 


On Saturday, December 1st, 2012, at about 1230 hours, I was officially called out by Detective Sergeant Leach to 
investigate a possible death in custody, I had been previously been briefed by Sergeant Leach of an attempted robbery 
that patrol officers were investigating. After the male suspect was taken into custody, the suspect had 4HIB 

details of this incident were not clear. I was working at the 
Southwestern College Police Academy when I responded. Sergeant Leach assigned me as the lead detective for this 
investigation. 


CASE SYNOPSIS 

On 12/01/2012,32 year old Manuel Tomas Martinez walked into the “Eat and Go Dpli,” located at 530 W. 21st Street 
in National City. The deli is a sm all business that sits just north next to the E. 24th Street Trolley Statio n. The only 
employee working at the deli was(HHBHHBIBt 'I'here was a female customer (HHHHH) inside 
the store when Martinez arrived. 

Martinez walked over to the register counter and stood there as if he was waiting to be assisted. BHiwalked over to 
Martinez, from the employee side of the counter, and asked liim if he could help him. Mailinez did not acknowledge 
■■■ Martinez just stood there with a blank stare in his eyes. 

Without saying a word, Martinez walked around the register counter through to t he ope ning that led into the 
employee’s only section. WtKKk confronted Martinez before he walked past the counter. iMMtold Martinez he could 
not enter that area, it was for employees only. Without saying a word, Martinez began to violently assaulHMM 
Martinez struckSlllli several tim es on th e face with his fists. Martinez aggressively kicke^n^unched ^HlThe 
momentum of the assault pushed backwards into a back storage room. Terrified, flHH^ftempted to cover 
himself from Martinez’ punches and kicks. 

Afraid of what was to come next, (Unarmed himself with a hotplate and held it over h is head. Martinez ran out of 
the storage room, grabbed a laptop that was on the register counter and threw it at(HB '^he laptop struckflHIi^i^ 
his back. 

Martine sudde nly stopped attacking |H||^d focused his attention on the retail display area of the deli. By now, 
^^mH^had run out of the store. Martinez walked out from behind the register counter a nd began to knock over 
all the display fixtures. Causing all the display items to scatter and spill all over the floor, (HBI$aw this as his 
opportunity to run out of the deli. 

Once outside, saw there was a small crowd of people who were looking into the deli. Some we re on t heir 
cellular telephones. A female bystander gaveflHB’^^^tssion to use her cellular phone to call the police. was 

unable to notify the police o f the inc ident. Every time he would dial 911 a female would answer the call by saying, 
“California Highway Patrol.’^^Bhung up on the dispatcher at least two times. He wanted to contact the National 
City Police Department. 


Moments later, saw a uniformed motor officer arrive. Sergeant Young was that officer. Sergeant Young 
overheard someone say, “The guy in the store has a gun.”

Sergeant Young drew his handgun and took coverSHHBH^^B He could clearly see the register area inside 
the deli. Sergeant Young could see the suspect (Manuel Tomas Martinez) inside the deli. Martinez was drinking what 
appeared to be an energy drink and was possibly eating something. Sergeant Young at gunpoint ordered Martinez to 
the ground. Martinez ignored all of his commands. Martinez’ behavior led Sergeant Young to believe Martinez was 
agitated, irritated, confused or under the influence of controlled substance. 

HB[|:old Sergeant Young that Martinez was the susp ect. Sergeant Y oung began to broadcast updates over his police 
radio. Sergeant Meeks arrived on scene and took ^ Sergeant Young broadcasted the 

updated information. Sergeant Meeks saw a person matching Martinez’ description run out of a warehouse just north 
of the deli. Martinez had exited the deli through a rear door located in the back storage room. The door led to a 
neighboring self-storage business. 

530 W. 21st Street is the attached to a large building that is part of a self-storage facility at “Extra Space Storage,” 
520 W, 20th Street. The storage facility has (4) separate buildings north of the deli. All of the buildings run parallel 
with the trolley tracks in a northem/southerly direction. 

Martinez ran through the middle of two storage buildings and eventually hoped west over an 8’ foot steel picket fence 
that had concertina wire on top. This led to the trolley tracks next to the self-storage facility. Martinez ran north along 
the trolley tracks for a considerable distance. Once over the W, 18th Street, bridge, Martinez ran off the trolley tracks 
and continued to run northbound alongside of a chain-linked fence. Martinez then ran down an embankment that led 
to an on-ramp. It was the on-ramp from W. 18th Street that leads to Harbor Drive. 

There was a whitelH^^^HIIBpickup truck parked in front of a green^^HH^B^l^^S easement of 

the onramp. Martin ez ran down the embankment, which was covered by ice plant and dove head fimt into the bed of 
tkeflHriHHHI This was witnessed by police officers and the drivers of the vehicles just mentioned. 

Un iformed officers, Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett arrived on scene as Martinez dove into the back of the bed of 
Corporal Klos drew his police issued mHI pointed it at Martinez, and ordered him not to 
move. Martinez was bleeding from him mouth and face. Officer Stinnett climbed into the bed of the truck to arrest 
Martinez. Officer Stinnett was able to handcuff Martinez’ right hand. Martinez had his left hand secreted under his 
body as he laid face down on the bed of the pickup truck. Both officers ordered Maitinez to show his left hand. 
Martinez disobeyed their commands and kept his left hand tight under his body. 

Corporal Klos punched Martinez several times on the left side of his face in order to distract Martinez and get him to 
comply. Corporal Klos’ punches were ineffective. Corporal Klos bolstered police baton. 

Corporal Klos struck Martinez several times on his upper left arm in an attempt to achieve compliance. Those strikes 
were also ineffective. 


At the same time, Officer Stinnett held on to the handcuffs that were on Martinez’ right hand and punched Martinez 
several times on his face in an attempt to achieve compliance. Those punches were also ineffective. Martinez did not 
comply with their commands and increased his resistance by tightening up his body and kept his left han d under t he 
area of his torso. Martinez also started to kick his feet around. Sergeant Meeks arrived and deployed hisfBHlB^^

middle of Martinez’ back. This caused Martinez to place his left hand on his back. Stinnett 
was able to handcuff Martinez. Stinnett exited the bed of the truck and lowered the tailgate. 


Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett both slid Maitinez back toward the street feet first. The officers assisted Martinez 
to his feet. Initially, Martinez refiised to stand on his own. Officers instructed him to stand up. Martinez stood up and 
was walked to the hood of a nearby patrol vehicle. Once at the right quarter panel of Corporal Klos’ patrol vehicle 
Officer Stinnett and Coiporal KJos began to conduct a more thorough search of Martinez. 

With Martinez facing the hood of the patrol vehicle and bent forward at the waist, Corporal Klos searched the left 
side of Martinez. Corporal Klos also removed Martinez’ left shoe. As he did that, Martinez began to resist again by 
trying to move his body around. Officer Stinnett searched the right side of Martinez. As Officer Stinnett removed his 
right shoe, Martinez attempted to kick him. Martinez was able to move his hands to the fi'ont portion of his waistband 
and rigidly tensed his arms and body. Officers feared Martinez was attempting to retrieve some type of weapon fix)m 
his waistband to assault them. Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett guided Martinez to the ground in an attempt to 
control him. 

While on the ground, Martinez attempted to kick Officer Stinnett several times. Officer Stinnett kicked Martinez on 
his right thigh with his right foot in order to stop Martinez from trying to kick him. Both Corporal Klos and Officer 
Stinnett knelt next to Martinez to try and control him. Officer Stinnett was trying to control Martinez’ legs and feet. 
Corporal Klos was trying to control Martinez’ upper torso and head. Martinez continued to violently resist the 
officers by trying to twist his body and kick his feet into the asphalt. 

Martinez continued to actively resist and told the officers, “1 have a wea ponl” Fearing for his safety, Officer Stinnett 
drew his department iti the (HHH| mode on Martinez’ lower back. This caused 

Martinez to yell out loud and temporarily calmed him down. Suddenly, Martinez began to shout out loud, “You don’t 
know who I am. I’m Ghost. Fuck you!” Martinez continued to violently resist. Detective Corporal Shephard arrived 
on scene. Coiporal Shephard was wearing his full police uniform. 

Officer Stinnett and Corporal Shephard attempted to immobilize Martinez’ feet and legs by attempting to deploy a 
department approved Officers struggled with Martinez to get the leg restraint on him. Even after 

the leg restraint had been applied, Martinez continued to violently resist. Subsequently, additional officers were able 
to remove Martinez’ hands from his waistband and used a hinged handcuff to restrict his movements. 

After a violent and continuous toggle, Martinez was taken into custody by several officers. Please refer to all of the 
attached supplemental police reports for all the details of their accou nts of th is incident. Martinez sustained several 
injuries to his head and face as a result of jumping into the bed of theflHHIfruck head first. Officers requested for 
paramedics to respond to evaluate the injuries Martinez had sustained. 

NCPD Fire Department arrived first on scene. They all saw Martinez non-complainant behavior. Medical personnel 
fix)m American Medical Response (AMR) arrived on scene shortly after. It was unit 494. The paramedics assigned to 
this unit were Ahamed Hluz and John Joseph Prietto. 


Both paramedics could all see Martinez continued to violently resist the officers as they held him down to the gr ound. 
Eventually, Martinez was placed onto a gurney with fiill restraints to prevent him from hurting himself or others.

Based on the aforementioned facts and no evidence of criminal wrongdoing from public safety or emergency services 
personnel this investigation is now closed.

INVESTIGATION 


During the investigation, it was discovered that Manuel Thomas Martinez had been recently released from a 
California State Prison. He was discharged from the Richard J. Donovan Correctional Facility on 11-20-12. We were 
also made aware he had several major untreated preexisting medical issues.

I arrived to NCPD at about 1300 hours and waited for the other detectives. I was told by Detective Walters, Sergeant 
Meeks, Corporal Klos and Officer Stinnett where some of the officers involved with the apprehension of Manuel 
Thomas Martinez. Sergeant Meeks was one of the on-duty patrol supervisors at the time of incident. All three patrol 
officers were in the NCPD Investigations bay waiting to brief deteotives. Martinez was in the Intensive Care Unit at 
UCSD. Officer Barawed was with him at the hospital. 

At about 1320 hours, NCPD detectives were briefed by Patrol Sergeant Meeks and all the police patrol personnel who 
had witnessed the incident. During our briefing, we were told that the initial call had gone out as a “robbery in 
progress at a deli located next to the E. 24th Street trolley station.” 

During their initial response, the exact address to the business had not been provided. Multiple officers responded to 
that area. As the officers were responding, NCPD dispatch provided an update that the suspect was possibly inside 
the business armed with a knife and someone had been possibly shot. The suspect was described a White/Hispanic 
male with tattoos. This was the preliminary information we, detectives, were given. 

After receiving the patrol briefing, I assigned detectives different tasks: 

• Detectives Nagle, Villariasa and Investigator DiZinno were to locate Martinez* place of residence, secure a 
search warrant if required and interview anyone they located there. 

• Detective Wilkins and Crime Scene Specialist Kirkendall were to document and process the two crime scenes. 

• Lieutenant Tellez and Sergeant Leach assisted Detective Wilkins with crime scene containment. 

• Sergeant Cordero Interviewed (2) eye-witnesses, 

• Officer Dougherty interviewed NCPD firefighter/paramedic Michael Sosamon. 

• Detective Villariasa interviewed AMR Paramedic John Pireto and NCPD Fire Captain Mark Gimdert. 

• Investigator DiZinno interviewed AMR Paramedic Ahamed Hluz and NCPD Fire Captain Benjamin Garcia.

His father was there and remained with him until the 1st 
crime scene was processed. Detective Walters and I walked the crime scene together. The small deli appeared to have 
been ransacked. Several display items were scattered around the floor. Officer Sakamoto was providing outside 
security at this scene. Detective Wilkins was doing the documentation. Detective Walters and I left that scene and 
drove to the 2nd crime scene located at the W 18th Street on-ramp to Harbor Drive. 
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When we arrived, the scene was being protected by yellow crime scene tape and a marked police car. Crime Scene 
Specialist (CSS) Kiikendall was processing that scene. Detective Walters, CSS Kirkendall and I walked that scene 
together, ^^le at the scene, I decided to collect the impact weapon and Tasers that were used during this incident by 
the officers as evidence. Detective Walters and I left the second scene and drove to NCPD to collect the 
aforementioned non-lethal weapons. 

At NCPD, I collected Sergeant Meeks’ and Officer Stinnett’s Tasers and Corporal Klos’ baton as evidence. I stored 
them inside the evidence room in the Investigations Division. I replaced all of the equipment for the three officers. 


On 12-01-12, at about 1745 hours, Detective Walters and I went to UCSD Medical Center t^hec^n Martinez 
con dition. O n our arri val, we were directed to the Intensive Care Unit. I met and spoke with Dr.fHHB physician

On 12-05-12 at 0317 hours, Martinez was pronounced dead at UCSD Medical Center due to organ failure. The San 
Diego County Medical Examiner’s Office took custody of Martinez* body. I assigned Detective Walters and CSS 
Kirkendall to the autopsy. 


On 12-05-12, at a bout 1400 hours. Detecti ve Walters and 1 met with Martinez’ brother,flHHIHHHHinnd

communication was audio recorded. Their statements were later transcribed and attached to this report. 
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In his statement, us his brother had preexisting medical conditions that had been untreated. He 
also identified Martinez as a known sm oker and drinker .

INVESTIGATION CONTINUED 

On 12-06-12, Doctor J. Lucas from the San Diego Office of the Medical Examiner performed an autopsy on 
Martinez. Preliminary findings concluded no signs of major blunt force trauma. His preliminary conclusions were 
that Martinez died from an overdose of drugs; however, the type of drug overdose had not been determined and was 
pending the results from the toxicology report. Please refer to Detective Walters’ supplemental report for additional 
details of the autopsy. 

On 12-0 6-12, Detective Villariasa conducted a data download on |^q|.^||||||||| Sergeant Meeks had serial ^||^| 
lllH and Officer Stinnett had serial ^|||||||||m^p^ deployments were consistent with the Officers 

statements. Please refer to Detective Villariasa’s supplemental report for all the details reference the devices and data 
results. 

On 12-10-12, at about 1315 hours, Detective Walters and I met with Officer Stinnett at NCPD Investigations briefing 
room. We sat down with Officer Stinnett to go over his initial statement. Our communication was video recorded 
using my department issued FLIP video recorder. The entire communication was recorded and is available for full 
review. Officer Stinnett was able to walk us through the entire event, he was involved with, and able to clarify 
positioning and locations. We did not find any inconsistences with his statement. I later had his statement transcribed 
by NCPD Office Assistant Beatrice Gonzalez. 
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
